There was a big crowd out, perhaps 3,000, but 
it was not of the holiday seeking nature, and 
although five of the six winners were strongly 
backed and the ring given a severe scorching, 
there was little enthusiasm displayed. 

Mr. George C. Bennett, the popular horse 
owner and bookmaker from Memphis, had a 
good day with his horses, winning two races 
with Ed Austin and Monos and finishing second 
and third with Aransas and Merrimau.) 

Mr. Bennett bets well on his own when he 
thinks he is right, and over the victory of Ed 
Austin he won well. Ed Austin is a handsome 
black colt by Wagner— May Kennedy, thereby 
being a half brother to the famous sprinter 
O’Connell, and from all indications is a cracker- 
jack. The youngster is named after Mr. Ben- 
nett’s right hand man “Eddie" Austin, who is 
well known all over the country as one of the I 
biggest bookmakers in the business, and witu 
the Bennett contingent considerable sentiment 
is attached to the colt. All during the winter 
and early spring sensational reports bad been 
sent out from training quarters about Ed Austin 
and it was expected he would win a stake or 
purse at the Memphis meeting, but somehow or 
other he was never sent to the poet on the south- 
ern track and made hie initial bow to the racing 
public in yesterday’s first race at Worth. Those 
that keep close watch and read up on the early 
doings of youngsters each year were well ac- 
quainted with the colt and looked for him to be 
a hot favorite in with maidens as he was, but 
for some unknown reason the usually careful 
pencilere were caught out of line, and the first 
({notations against Ed Austin were 3 to 1. ^Tbis 
price did not last long, however, and at post 
time 7 to 5 was the best odds obtainable against 
bim.^Coburn rode the "good thing,” and get- 
ting away fourth, soon worked his way to the 
front, and headed for home two lengths and a 
half in the lead. At the eighth post Coburn 
looked over bis shoulder, and seeing nothing 
near him, began easing up. This made it ap- 
pear to the inexperienced ones that the colt 
was tiring, and Miracle 11., who came rather 
fast at the end, gave them a scare, but Coburn 
knew what he was about and landed first past 
the post three-quarters of a length in advance 
of Mrs. Bradley’s filly.

Princess Tatyana, with Dominick np, was sup- 
posed to be "the goods” in this race, but after 
being prominent for about a quarter of a mile 
she collapsed in a heap and finished absolutely 
last. 

In Yana James Arthur has certainly a sweet 
filly and one that can hold her own almost any- 
where. She appeared to be in a soft spot in the 
five furlongs two-year-old filly race, and was. 
Her opening price of 2 to 5 was hurriedly cut to 
1 to 3 and at that price a ton of money was bet 
on her. There were only five starters in the 
race and Yana got away third but quicker than 
a wink she shot to the front and, setting a good 
' hot pace for the first half, eventually won well 
in hand by about three lengths.

SAIN’S HIGH PROMISE. 



A Daily Reflection of the American Turf 
by Telegraph. 



Barney Schreiber is likely to be made rich 
and famous as a breeder if the progeny of his 
richly bred young sire Sain keep coming on up 
to the samples so far shown this year. The 
deeds of Corrigan and Zirl in California alone 
would suflice to give any sire distinction, but 
another good one was uncovered at 8t. Louis 
Thursday, of which yesterday’s Republic says: 

“Racing at the Fair Grounds yesterday was 
signalized by the debut of another sensational 
colt sired by the great Sain. Otis, a seal brown 
horse with white socks, a star and snip, won 
the 2-year-old event in a common gallop from a 
good field. He was the third of Sain's progeny 
to face the starter and the third to pass the 
wire, not only winner, but so thoroughly so as 
to greatly impress his value and class npon 
those who saw the race. After Otis pulled up 
yesterday every one said ; ‘He is the best horse 
Schreiber ever owned.’ 

“.Although the Australian horse. Foul Shot, 
disputes with Sain the honor of siring Otis, it 
is plain that the colt is a son of Sain. He looks 
like him. has the same high impress of char- 
acter about the head, is turned about the body 
like his sire, and is in every way nnlike the 
handsome, but hitherto imt>otent, race horses 
the dingo sire Foul Shot has begotten since he 
came to St. Lonis County. 

‘‘On the j^trengih of the great record made 
by Corrigan and Zirl, a eon and daughter of 
Sain, Otis was made a warm favorite in the 
race. He was opened at 6 to 1. Though it was 
his first start, and, though the card said he was 
sired by Foul Shot or Sain, the bettors took it 
for granted that Sain was his sire. On the 
simple strength of this they backed the colt to 
even money in a jiffy. When he came to the 
post those who know Sain at once recognized 
Otis as his son. He bore the mark of Vere de 
Vere. Three swallows do not make a summer, 
and it may be that three winning colts of ex- 
ceptional merit do not make Sain a great sire. 
But it is no mean feather in the cap of a seven- 
year-old horse, two years in the stud, to sire 
three winners in three two-year-olds all of 
them apparently horses of exceptional merit.’’
